LOWER COURT AFFIRMED
BY HIGHEST TRIBUNAL

WASHINGTON, D. C, March 9,-The
United States Supreme Court to-day af¬
flrmod tho opinlon of the Supreme Court
of South Carollna ln tho caso of John
Broomfleld, vs. iho Stato of South Car-o
lina. Broomfleld is a nogro who rosldes
Jn South Carollna ond was convlcted of
murder. Ho alleged that he had been do-
nlod the equal protectlon of the law un¬

dor the Constltutlon, but that notwlth-
Btandlng that four-flfths of tho communl¬
ty aro colored, all negroes woro excluded
from tho grand Jury by which ho was

lndlcted.
Justlce Holmos, who dellvered tho opln-

ion of the court, sald there ls no proof of
tho nllegatlon. nnd thorefore he sustaln-
ed the Judgment of tho Stato Court, which
Was ndverse to Broomfleld,

POLICE AT WORK
ON MYSTERY

Nothlng New Has Developed
in the Burdick Murder

Case To-Day.
(Bjr Ai»oclated Pres«.)

BUFFALO, N.Y., March 9..The "Bur¬
dick murder mystery recelved very llttlo
attentlon at the Dlstrict Attorney's of¬
flco to-day. The offlclals were buslly en-

gagod in preparlng other crlmlnal, cases

before tho courts, which have been do-
layed by tho undlvlded attontlon glven
to the Burdick caso, It ls ovldent from
the attitude ot the offlclals that tho po¬
lico are now olone ln their eftorts to run
down tlie murderer. That is, the Dlstrict
Attorney wlll walt untll the pollce depart¬
ment subtnlla evldence of sufflcicnt
welglit to convince .hlm that they havo
the right pcrson. .. ,

Dlstrict Attorney Coatesworth in. the
flrst instance took charge of the riaso and
personally dlrecti-d the work of the pollce.
After ten days' work under the dlrectlon
ot the Dlstrict Attorney the polico _Avc
not been able to show a slngle thlng wnlch
polnted the flnger of guilt strongly ln any
direction. ,, .,'
It is declared, however, that no dlffer-

ences havo arlsen between the DlBtrict
Attorney and the police, Tlie offlclals
bavo found that the arrangement pro-
ducod nothlng. and the polico now wlll
work for the flrst tlmo lndependent of the
Dlstrict Attorney. '

That a woman commltted the crlmo the
polce belleve has been establlshod beyond
all shadow of a doubt. Tho movements
of the mysterlous "lono woman" wlll be
tho cluo upon which the pollce wlll work.
Thls was the woman seen by Pollceman
Meyer in the vlclnlty of the Burdick homo
on tho nlght of the murder.

front of tho courthouse, the Kennedys
Jolned thern and young Kennedy struck;
Ed, Hughes wlth a s.tlck. Lewls Hughes
caught and hold Wlll Kennedy, where-
upon Mr. Jesso L. Kennedy flred at Ed.
Hughes wlth a .38 oallbre pistol, mlss-
Ing hlm. Hughes turned to run when
Mr. Kunnecly flred agaln, \ho bail onier-
lng the back about slx Inohes below the
heart, )odg|ng ln the abdomen. Tho
doctors havo not rwovered the bullet,
and thlnk that the young man. cannot
llve. ICennedy wa_ orrested.
